LONDON, Oct. 30. —The news of the 
death of Mr. Bonar Law, which occurred 
at his home at 2:30 o’clock this morning, 
has been received with universal expres- 
sions of sincere regret. His death was 
not unexpected, but even those, who were 
best informed believed he would live a 
few days longer. Messagés of sympathy 
have poured in from all sides upon Mr, 
Bonar Law’s daughter, Lady Sykes, 
Miss Catherine Law and his surviving 
sons, Anthony and Richard, and the 
King sent for Sir Frederick Sykes, his 
son-in-law, to ‘Teceivé at Buckingham 
Paiace his personal expressions ‘of tes 
gret. 

The funeral, in aecordance with Mr. 

Bonar Law's wishes, will be quiet, a 
it is expected that memorial servi 
will be held for him. in Westmins 
Abbey. No official annouricement has 
yet been madé, as the wishes of the 
family have to be consulted; but it is 
expected that the funeral will take place 
on’ Friday so as not to come on Satur- 
dfy, the date fixed for the marriage of 
the Crown Prince of Sweden and Lady 
Louise Mountbatten. 
Little doubt is felt that Mr. Bonar 
Law died.of cancer, and that the onset 
of the disease was hastened by the la- 
bors he undertook when he assumed the 
Premiership. . Before he went to the 
meeting at the Carlton Club which 
broke up the Coalition Mr. Bonar Law, 
who had then been in retirement eighteen 
months, consulted his medical advisers 
and was informed that, although he 
was sufficiently recoyered to take office 
in obedience to what he was’ convinced 
was the call of duty, it was unlikely 
that he would be able to stand the 
strain for more than two years. 

As a matter of fact, he lived barely 
six months. He went to “Torquay to 
recuperate at Easter, but came, back so 
little benefited that he had to' sit silent 
on. the Treasury bench in the House of 
Commons while Stanley Baldwin car- 
ri@i on in his stead. To make sone 
more bid for health Mr.. Bonar Law 
started in May for Aix, and it was 
while he was there.that his malady be- 
came really alarming. He ~ suffered 
great pain and asked Sir Thomas Hor- 
der, a cancer specialist, to meet him in 
Paris. Sir Thomas saw at once how 
grave was the danger, and as the re- 
sult of his diagnosis Mr. Bonar Law re- 
sigtied the Premiership ag soon as he 
returned home. JElectrical treatment 
was tried for him with: encouraging ef- 
fects, and hopes were raised thet the 
disease might be actually. conquered. 
Mr. Bonar Law went to Brighton and 
for a few weeks made lendid _prog- 
ress. He paid a visit to Tourquet, 
and there the disease fresh ori- 
slaught.

Young Jake Schaefer staged a bril- 
liant comeback in the third game of the 
third international 18.2 balkline billiard 
championship at the Hotel Pennsylvania 
last night when he avenged his defeat 
of last’ year defeating Edouard 

oremans of Belgium by the score of 500 
to 451. The game went nineteen innings 
and was one of the longest on record, 
requiring four hours and three minutes 
to finish it. The game started at $:25 
P, M. and ended at 12:28 A. M. 

Thus far the tournament has been 
marked by long games. It took twenty- 
six innings and required three hours and 
forty minutes for Hoppe to beat Erich 
Hagenlacher of Germany on Monday 
night, and‘ yesterday afternoon Welker 
Cochran defeated Roger Conti of France 
in twenty-five innings. It took three 
hours and thirty-eight minutes to play 
the match. Hagenlacher scored 424 
points against Hoppe and Conti scored 
457 against Cochran. These games have 
been the three closest ever played con- 
secutively in championship matches and 
had much to do with their length.

License Body and Six Months 
Clause Is Accepted.

RULE IS NOT RETROACTIVE 





Lynch and Walker Are Still Not 
Recognized as Champlons In 
Thelr Respective Classes. 





The amendment to the boxing ryles 
which are part of the boxing Jaw in 
this State, under which ring champions 
ere compelled to defend their titles at 
least once €very six months against 
recognized challenges, was adopted yes- 
terday by the State Athletic Commis- 
sion and.the License Committee at the 
regular meeting of the two boards. The | 
amendment, however, was not made 
retroactive; according to William Mc- 
Cormack, Chairman of the License Com- 
mittee, who: drafted the -amendment. 
Accordingly Joe Lynch, world’s ban- 
tamweight. champion, ~ and’ Mickey 
Walker, world’s welterweight champion, 
stilt are unrecognized as title-holders 
iu their respective classes in this State. 

Chairman McCormack also declared, 
there was no mention of the amendment 
teing made retroactive. He said it was 
his understanding, however, that the 
status of Lynch and that of Walker 


remain unchanged. Lynch now is_not 
recognized as champion here and is 
under suspension because of his failure 
tu box Joe Burman on Oct. 19 at Madi- 
scn Square Garden. His suspension will 
be lifted when he convinces the Com- 
mission he is in a satisfactory physical 
condition to box for the title. 

Walker is under suspension, and is not 
recognized as the world’s welterweight 
champion- because of his refusal to act 
on a challenge from Dave Shade, Cali- 
fornia welterweight. Discussing the 
situation unofficially, McCormack said 
it was his understanding that Lynch, 
upon ‘being reinstated, would be com- 
pelled to box Abe Goldstein, who con- 
quered Joe-Burman on Oct. 19, before 
the west sider is again recognized as 
champion. If Goldstein is defeated in 
the meantime, Lynch will be compelled 
to box Goldstein’s conqueror. alker 
according to McCormack’s understand- 
ing of the situation, will be asked, ~as 
soon as he exhibits a willingness to bo: 
in this State, to.engage the winner o 
a welterweight elimination. tournament. 
In the meantime the amendment is made 
operative immediately, so that it will 
apply to the case of any other ring 
champion. 

It was pointed out that with the sub- 
stitution of the word ‘‘qualify’’ for the 
reference to weight ing in the 
amendment, the commission would have 

ower to declare a_ title forfeited 

f a champion is unable to e the 
class weight; is incapacitated through 
physica! disability, is barred because of 
the thirty-eight-year age limit, or fails 
to qualify for. any other justifiable 
reason. ’ 

The amendment as ‘it was adopted 
yesterday follows: 

A boxer holding a championship — 
must defend the same within a perio 
of six months after winning or de- 
fending the, title in a bona fide bout 
to a decision. ' 

Should such boxer fail to so defend 
his title the commission will receive 
and forward to the champion on be- 
half of another’ boxer at the lapse 
of said six months a ‘‘challenge.’’ 
The champion must aecept such chal- 
lenge within fifteen days after receipt 
thereof and enter into proper articles 
of agreement with the challenger, and 
upon his failure so to do his license 
shall stand suspended at the pleasure 
of the commission. ‘ 

In order to guarantee the sincerity 
of thé challenge each challenge must 
be accompanied by a deposit of $2,500, 

payable preferably by certified or 
cashier’s check, drawn to the order of 
the champion. 

The commission in receiving and 
accepting such challenge or challenges 
reserves the right to consider only 
those challenges received from boxers 
who, in the opinion of the commission, 
‘are the most available contenders, or 
if no suitable contender: appears, to 
return all challenges. 

The. commission will suspend the li- 
cense ‘of any boxer engaging in: an 
contest within the State of New Yor 
or elsewhere with a champion -under 
suspension for refusing to accept a 
challenge as aforesaid, and ‘if such 
boxer has not received a license from 
the State of New York such engage- ~ 
ment will be ground for.refusing a 
license -if subsequently applied for. 

In addition to disciplining the holder 
of the championship title as aforesaid, 
or should the champion for any.reason 
be unable to qualify, the commission 
may declare the title forfeited and 
hold a tournament open to all con- 
tenders and award the title to the suc- 
cessful boxer taking part in such tour- 
nament.

MR. BONAR LAW: 

The death of Mr. BoNar Law, which. 
was not unexpected except for its sud- 
denness, is only the culmina(ion of. a 
political tragedy, the first acts of 
Which date fa¥ back. A quiet and 
apparently unambitious man, his 
aspiration did not for a long time seem 
to rise above leadership of the Con- 
servative Party.. That he had virtually 
obtained before the war, but when the 
Coalition Government was formed 
early in the great. struggle he took 
office under Liorp Grorcs and served 
him with thé utmost loyalty. Last 
year's surprising electoral shift brought 
Mr. Bonar Law again to the front, 
and he yielded to the almost universal 
desire of Conservatives and became 
Prime Mitister. But. the previous 
sevére breakdown in his health was a 
warning that he carried about within 
him seeds of disease which made 
it unlikely that he could endure the 
arduous labors inseparable from his 
high office. He manfully faced them, 
nevértheless, and persisted until 
nature gavé way and he was cém- 
pélied to retire, as he did without com- 
\plaint. Now the thin-spun thread has 
been slit by the ‘shears, and a political 
career ended soon after it took on ite 
brightest promise. - 

Mr. Law was in himself an illustra- 
tion of one typé of British ¢haracter, 
and in his public ite showed 
how diversas are the qualities ch 
appeal to the admiration of English- 


p bial bhapihim, stherwiob ets i 
‘|e certain degeneration into some op- 


a man,of ‘solid ‘rather than glittering 
attainments and character, .one who 
came to carry extraordinary weight 
with the British public chiefly because 
he was not an orator, though he could 
always speak. to the point with homely 
directriess and clearness, but had such 
steadinéss and appeared to be so satu- 
rated with common sense that his 
fellow-countrymen thought of him as 
@ tower of strength. “In the general 
élections last year Mr.. Bonar Liw 
réplied good-humoredly to the charge 
that he and his, associates in the 
leadérship of the Conservative Party 
‘were not “clever men.” He con- 
fessed that this was true, but ex- 
preased the hope that they had some 
other qualities which might be found 
useful 'in a Gevernment. It turned out 
trust its fate once more to ttie Kind of 
‘political genius which consists in walk- 
ing straight and warily, even if in a 
somewhat heavy-footed manner. 

A peculiarly engaging trait of Bonan 
Law's mind was displayed at the time 
of his withdrawal from co-operation 
with the French Government at the 
time of the eceupation of the Rulir last 
January. He didn’t like the operation. 
He couldn’t see how it was ¢oming 
out: To commit himself to it was 
something that his instinct of caution 
forbade him to contemplate. _ But he 
broke off with M. Porncars in the ut- 
thost good nature. He did not think 
that the French could win, but Boped 
they might. And it was in the guise 
of a frank well-wisher, even while dis- 
agreeing, that he took his departure 
from France. The whole was a dem- 
onstration of his frank nature which 
must retiain as a pleasing mémory 
even with the French, whom he left to 
work out their own salvation.

MAKING THE RUHR PRODUCTIVE. 

The acceptance by Great Britain of 
M. Powrcake’s- limitations removes 
one of the last obstacles in the way 
of international accord regarding the 
committee to investigate Germany’s 
capacity to pay. Thus is. another 
gloomy prophecy unfulfilled and prog- 
ress toward a settlement hastened. 
While thé diplomatic details are being 
arranged, evidence continues’ to show 
that the business negotiations in the 
Ruhr are also proceeding satisfacto- 
rily, if slowly. Every week records a 
resumption of activities and a grow- 
ing co-operation between the forces of 
occupation and the industrialists. Ne- 
gotiations with. STINNES are being 
concluded with the purpose of ad- 
justing coal deliveries. Although car- 
tied on directly between the individ- 
uals in question and the interallied 
commission, it is understood that Ber- 
lin is in accord. Last week a partial 
arrangement was made with the tem- 
porarily liberated KkuPP von BoHLEN. 
Earlier in the month the railroa4 em- 
ployés. asked to be taken back. 

In most of these agreements the dif- 
ficult task has been to decide upon 
the means of payment... Workers 
naturally are reluctant to aecept 
worthless marks. With Government 
subsidies cut off, it has been essential 
to-find some method of meeting the 
necessary daily expenses. The French 
have been -unwilling to flood the 
Rhineland with francs. None of the 
Schemes for @ ‘Rhine currency have 
much promise. The industrialists, on 
the other hand, have not been anxious 
to shoulder any expéenses which they 
€an é¢scape. But the force of circum- 
stances is driving them into agree- 
ments with the French, most 6f which, 
even though negotiated separately, ap- 
pear to be with the consent and know!l- 
edge of the Stresemann Government. 

Impatient cfitics have stormed be- 
cause a profound change has not 
forthwith followed.each paper deplara- 
tion. Resumption is necessarily slow, 
despite the adage about the.way to 
resume. Diplomatically, the harmon- 
izing of conflicting policies has neces- 
sarily been tedious, and the restora- 
tion of the Ruhr has also been ac- 
complished only step by step. The 
important thing. is not s6 mych the 
fact that the work proceeds, slowly as 
that progress is being made.

PARIS, Oct. 30.—It was with real re- 
gret that Premier Poincaré and political 
France learned today of the death of the 
former Brftish Premier, Andrew Bonar 
Law.

REPORTS BIG GEM ROBBERY. 


New York Salesman Says Cincinnati 
Thieves Got $75,000. 


CINCINNATI, Oct. 30.—Diamonds and 
jewelry. yalued at $75,000 were reported 
stolen by thieves from a/room on the 
third floor of the Sinton Hotel here late 
last night, according to a report made 
today by Ernest F. Straus, Chicago, 
who said he represented two firms of 
New-York jewelers and importers, and

Prof. McKee of Columbia Ex. 
plains Its Use in Treat- 
_y ing Disease. 


AVAILABLE TO "THE POOREST 


Cost Reduced From $100 to $9 a 
Pound—More Men Than 
Women Victims.

Professor Ralph H. McKee, head of 
the chemical engineering department at 
Columbia University, declared yesterday 
at the monthly meeting of the medicinal 
chemicals section of the Synthetic Or- 
ganic Chemical Association that there 
was no reason in the world now for any 
one to die of diabetes. 

Tracing the history of the discovery of 
intarvin fat and telling the part he had 
played in bringing the: remedy with 
reach of the poorest, Professor McKee 
revealed that statistics showed that in 
New York 100,000 die annually from the 
disease and in the whole of America the 
deaths exceed 1,250,000. He said that 
twice as many men as women were suf- 


ferers.

rears. No remedy was known, much 
ess a cure, until: work on insulin and 
intarvin were commenced within. the 
same year. 

“Accordin ly, we have two remedies. 
Each is a life-saver. Neither is a cure. 
Insulin is taken from the cattle pan- 
creas and injected into the human blood 
to supply what the sick patient’s own 
Blood does not give, while intarvin ap- 
proaches’the disease in a different man- 
ner, It furnishes a food which does not 
need the pancreatic fluid to digest it. 

“The honor for insulin, of course, goes 
to Canada. The honor for intarvin goes 
to New York City.” 

Professor McKee told of how he had 
reduced the cost of intarvin from $100 

o $9 a pound. An average patient re- 
wttres one pound every one to three 
weeks, so that the cost works out at 
about $3 to $9 weekly. 

“Intapvin and insulin are -equally 

ood,’” he said. “Intarvin is likely to 

ecome the more popular remedy, since 

it may be- taken without inconvenience, 
whereas insulin has to be administered 
by means of a hypodermic syringe.”
